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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 10-11, 15-16, 20-24 are allowed because none of the prior art alone or in 
combination teaches or suggests the particular subset of the process steps in forming the at least 
one layer of thin film includes a multilayer film and the multilayer film defines a light-emitting 
layer; the multilayer film includes an n-type contact layer, an n-type clad layer, an active layer, a 
p-type clad layer and a p-type contact layer; and the n-type contact layer is a zinc oxide layer that 
is in contact with the zinc-polar surface of the single crystal substrate
